In the pit above and on the cliffs 
higher still the silence was intense to 
the point of drama. One hundred feet 


overhead a baby suddenly wept shrilly 


A 
spectator laughed and got a whispered 
order to leave. 


Say Shaft Is Going Right. 

An hour—and the professor and his 
fellow scientists came head first out 
of the hole like gnomes from the night. 
Then they put their o. k. on the shaft’s 
location and in a trice everything was 
gO0ing full blast again. A revised esti- 
mate places the arrival at Collins’ trap 
about, Monday night or Tuesday at 
dawn. 

Homer Colling made a new attempt 
to rescue his brother today by trying 
to locate a rear entrance to the cavern 
of death, and he believes he succeeded. 

Accompanied by newspaper men, he 


went about seventy-five feet down into | 


a cave 200 yards away from the orig- 
inal entrance. A short ladder was 
found a few feet down, and after that 
it was a case of edging along, an inch 
at a time, through a squeeze such as 
blocked rescuers from Floyd Collins. 


Back for Needed Equipment. 


Finally the tunnel opened a little 
wider and young Collins found himself 
facing a sixty foot pit. He emerged 


to seek ladders, ropes, and more men, | 


but was dissuaded by friends from 
making the dangerous attempt. 
Just inside the first stretch of the 


second cave Collins found two un.- | 


burned matches with blue sticks and 
red tips that he asserts were of the 
same type used by his brother. This 
mute evidence, scant as it is, attracted 
attention from the authorities, as does 
anything that may lead to even the 
slightest progress in the search for 
the lost man. . 

The following table host concretely 
shows the figures in the rescue work: 

At midnight Collins had been impris- 
oned 206 hours. 

For the last 92 hours he has been 
without food or water. 

The shaft has been going down for 
60 hours and is making only six inches 
an hour. This work will speed up 
when the loose muck and boulders are 
passed and the solid sandstone reached. 
A large cavern may shorten the toil. 

The tron hand displayed yesterday 
by Lieut. Gov. Benhardt in quelling 
incipient rebellion by natives here 
against the methods state authorities 
are using in seeking Collins has appar- 
ently accomplished its purpose. 

Groups Are Broken Up. 

There was a noticeable breaking up 
of the whispering circles which had 
previously surrounded Johnny Geralds, 
friend of the entombed man, and 
Homer Collins. Instead of grouping in 
hundreds, the thousands of spectators 
today milled ceaselessly in little knots 
of idiers about the cliffs that tower 
over Sand Cave pit.

Monday.—Air compressor and drill 
arrive from Louisville, but sandy na- 
ture of cavern discourage their use. 
Collins harnessed but rescuers fail to 
_ pull him loose. 

Tuesday.—Appeal for troops to pre 
‘serve order and electric lights taken 
in, one being hung around Collins’ 
neck. 

W ednesday.—Collins reports his foot 
‘free, but slide cuts off rescue workers. 
‘State troops arrive. Dr. Hazlett of 
| Chicago finds it impossible to ampu- 
' tate Collins’ leg so he can be taken out. 

Thursday.—Floor of cavern rises 
and walls close in a few feet ahead of 
Collins. Last time his voice is heard. 

Friday.—Tunneling begun on a shaft 
about fifty feet from Sand cave en- 
trance aimed to strike the original cav- 
ern just above Collins. Radio test 
indicates Collins still alive. 

Saturday.—Rescue shaft progressed 
half of the estimated sixty feet to 
reach Collins.

The results of my investigation may 
be summed up as follows:

THE “NEED” FOR “ REMEDIES.” . 


{From “Every Worker a Capitalist.” by Ex-Secretary 
of the Treasury David Houston, in the January World's 
Work.) 


And yet, there are here those superior beings, boast- 
fu! of their modernness, who, leoking abroad, seem 
to sense movements and policies there which they 
think might be imported and promoted here to ad- 
vantage. They have little awareness of what Ameri- 
Ca mec. and less understanding of conditions abroad. 
They ~v aot realize that a person who holds radical 
views in certain countries of Europe might consistent- 
ly, if he were here and knew enough to perceive the 
real meaning of America, be a very conservative citi- 
zen. 

Few leaders in countries of eastern and southern 
Europe have advanced to the point where they could 
develop economic or political programs for the wel- 
fare of the average man which would be in measur- 
able distance of those which we long ago incorporated 
into our institutions and which are commonplaces 
with us. Some of the countries of the continent of 
Europe to which attention is so emphatically directed,

I do not mean to say baby stations do 
mot save lives. The training they give 
mothers saves a great many lives and 
Prevents a great deal of sickness, not 
only among the registered babies, but 
among the unregistered as well. Now 
that diarrhoea among babies has been 
fairty unimportant and colds and pneu- 
monia have been very important, it is 
hoped the infant welfare stations will in- 
crease the teaching they give on heating 
and ventilating houses and ciothing of 
babies in cold weather.

Workers Worked Free. 

The only fact which seems to be 
ghown clearly through the heated con- 
troversies is that the German work- 
ers of all classes again have been the 
victims of the coal barons. Every one 
of the 6,000,000 workers in the Ruhr 
district and central Germany worked 
one hour a day for nothing to help 
carry on the passive resistance. At 
the same time the industrialists calm- 
ly presented bills for their expenses to 
the government, and these expenses 
were refunded. 

The government admits that it paid 
the barons 800,000,000 marks [$175.- 
000,000] for coa] delivered to the allies. 
A great part of this coal was dug by 
the workers in their hour of overtime 
for nothing. The government asserts 
that the barons had a right to this 
money, since it was paid for goods 
delivered as reparations. 


Reichstag Aids Prosecutor. 

The reichstag and Prussian diet, 
which have organized special commit- 
tees to investigate the financial scan- 
dals, today acceeded to the plea of 
the minister of justice. He demanded 
that they interrupt the public discus- 
gion in order to enable the authorities 
to investigate matters thoroughly with- 
eut widespread publicity, which in 
many cases had already enabled crooks 
to flee the country or destroy docu- 
ments.

“TI am convinced,” Mr. Hoover con- 
tinued, “that our unique national re- 
sources and economic circumstances 
permit such a policy as the above to be 
entirely practical.

“ Furthermore, a similar series of 
calculations would indicate that we can 
supply any growth of population or 
consumption by an increase in produc- 
tion from the marginal lands and in- 
tensive cultivation, but it will follow 
in order to do it that there must be 
constant increase in the marginal 
profit to the farmer. 

“If the above view of natianal policy 
is correct, it seems to me that there are 
one or two deductions that can be 
made. The first is the American 
farmer will never be on a stable basis 
so long as he is dependent on the one 
side on competiti8n with cheap for- 
eign labor and lowered standards of 
living in the export market. That he 
will never be on a.stable basis so long 
as he is competing with imported food- 
stuffs likewise produced under lower 
standards of living in the import mar- 
ket.

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gardeners know how to protect newly 
set plarits during the first winter. 

The reason privet hedges freeze out 
so easily, gardeners explain, is that 
they are almost like evergreens. They 
stay green all winter in the southern 
part of the country, particularly in 
Louisiana, Texas, and Mississippi. 
They often stay green extremely late 
as far north as Chicago. The leaves 
hang on the privets later than any 
other shrubs. They are usually nipped 
by the heavy frosts. The privets hers 
were more or less green last winter 
when the severe and sudden drop in 
temperature came during December 
and January, and they were then par- 
ticularly tender and susceptible to in- 
jury from the heavy freezes. 

Various kinds of shrubs are used for 
hedges, mcluding spirea Vanhoutteli, 
honeysuckle, and Chinese badrberry. 

One of the common mistakes made 
by amateurs in planting shrubs in the 
spring is to heap dirt four or five 
inches high around the young plants. 
Experienced shrub planters say this is 
a mistake. Hilling may be practiced 
wisely when the shrubs are set in the 
fall because the root system has been 
pruned in the nursery and the plants 
need to be braced during the winter. 
The soil packed around the young fall 
pianted shrubs prevents them from 
swaying and forming an earthen fun- 
nel around them to catch water that 
freezes around the trunk, often injuring 
the plant. Even where the dirt is 
raked up around the shrub in the fa’! 
it must be leveled down to the sur- 
face in the spring and kept leve) afte:

Pruning and Mulching. 
The hydrangea, hybrid perpetual 
rose, and tea rose are pruned in about 
the same way. Hydrangeas are some 
times pruned severely, leaving only 
three or four eyes. Large flowers are 
produced by heavy pruning. Cover the 
roses with a heavy mulch in winter 
and then trim them ag soon as the 
covering is removed in the spring. The 
old wood is all that is usually cut from 
the climbing rose. 
It is a common tendency for shoots 
or sprouts to come up around lilac 
bushes. They must be grubbed out. 
Sprouts are especially common on old 
lilac bushes that are fifteen or twenty 
years old. Grubbing out the shoots 
loosens the soil, which should be stirred 
around the bush once a year. 
Another valuable lesson gardeners 
learn in the forest is that shrubs in 
the woods are always mulched winter 
and summer. Park gardeners have 
established the practice of mulching 
the shrubs the year around, using a 
light covering in summer and a heavy 
one in winter. Mulch in summer con- 
serves moisture, keeps weeds down, 
and adds fertility to the soil. In win- 
ter it protects the bushes by prevent- 
ing alternate freezing and thawing. 
Lawn clippings and leaves are the two 
best and most commonly used mulch- 
ing materials in Chicago. 
A common practice, condemned by 
experts, is the raking of leaves from 
the bushes during the spring cleanup. 
Shrubs shade the ground and help to 
keep it from thawing out after it is 
once frozen, but a mulch is needed to 
nelp out.

Trail Markings 


Consider Highway Num- 
bers and U. S. Routes 
Sufficient. | 


R. MILLER, director of the de- 
partment of public works and 
buildings, and Frank T. Sheets, 

® chief highway engineer of Iili- 
nois, yesterday issued the following 
statement regarding marked trail or- 
ganizers who have been active in Iili- 
nois and other states in promoting and 
marking so-called trails. 


“Many individuals have sought to 
capitalize the popular demand for 
marked cross country routes by or- 
ganizing trail associations, collecting 
large sums of money from our citizens 
in return for routing trails through 
their cities, and giving little service in 
return. 


“We have also been informed that 
of the amounts collected in the vari- 
ous localities, one-third was allotted 
those communities to pay for marking 
the roads. The balance, or two-thirds 
of the funds collected was to be for- 
warded to the headquarters of the 
trail officials with the promise that 
the funds would be expended in adver- 
tising the cities through which these 
so-called trails pass. 
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“Devious, winding, and twisting 
routes have been selected through some 
commumities to satisfy the wishes of 
the more enthusiastic contributors of 
funds, and the traveling public often- 
times has been seriously inconvenienced 
and misled. 

“ Realizing the importance of sys- 
tematic, thorough, and judicious high- 
way marking, this department has 
made a most careful study of this sub- 
ject, with the result that Illinois to 
day has one of the most complete and 
comprehensive & systems in the 
United States. Need for the specially 
marked trail in Illinois has passed; yet 
we are constantly besieged by the pro- 
moters of these organizations, and even 
by our own good citizens, who have 
been misled by the rosy picture of large 
financial returns for their communi- 
ties, painted by these, promoters and 
organizers, to permit marking of new 
routes on the same highways which 
have already been paved and thor- 
oughly marked by the state.

“The matter is of such importance 
that it has been considered by the 
state board of highway advisers of 
Illinois, and by unanimous vote they 
have refused to approve any further 
trail markings. The American Asso- 
ciation of State Highway Officials, com- 
posed of the executive officers of the 
highway departments of all the states, 
at their last meeting in San Francisco 
in November, 1924, adopted the follow- 
ing resolution: ‘ Resolved, that no trail 
association be permitted to establish 
further routes on state or federa] aid 
routes.’

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Wanted: Composers | 
for Modern Organ

RGANISTS and symphony orchestra combined forces 

a few nights age at Orchestra hall in an effort, accord- 

ing to the prospectus, to demonstrate the resources 

of the organ as a solo instrument and likewise in com- 
bination with the orchestra. The demonstration was per- 
fectly successful as far as it went, but it proved something 
else as well: namely, that there is

Only a few outside of organ 
builders and orgam players seem to 
realize that in the last quarter of a 
century there hag been enormous 
progress in the solution of organ 
mechanics. The old time organ 
was something for a man of brawn 
and sinews to play. The former 
“tracker” action meant muscular 
force, and the larger the organ the 
greater the force. I omece sat at 
the console of what in these days 
would be on a medium sized organ. 
If organs were measured as shoes 
are, this one would have been about 
a six and one-half B. But when 
coupled up to its full power, it 
required a preasure of twenty-four odors tae prcaaehces 
ounces on each key. A full grown chord of both hands 
needed fifteen pounds of pressure to make it sound. 


It does not take a great amount of thinking to @iscover 
from this fact alone that the limitations of organ playing 
were e ely definite and soon reached. But then came® dis- 
covery. It was that you could do it better with electricity. 
Electricity would do the work that used to be done by muscle. 
All you needed to do was to depress a key and thereby com-

Unfortunately for the reputation of the modern organ, 
composers have allowed themselves to be outstripped by 
builders. Here is an ehormous quantity of potentialities in 
music, and so few composers hsve undertaken to study them 
out that most of them are still undiscovered. It is about the 
biggest field of the generation, and practically untrodden. 

Moreover, it is something for American composers: to 
explore, for American bullt organs are not being used in 
Europe. They are conservative there, and old methods pre- 
vail. They say that once.upon a time an electric action was 
installed in England, but it was in the early days of the 
device, it: was not entirely satisfactory, and it gave the in- 
dustry a blow from which it never recovered. In this country 
they went ahead with tmprovements to the point that now it’
